Deciation of the Supremes Tourt In the
migstanippl Injunction Unse,

From the Herald,

The decigion of the Suprems Court, de-
Yyared by Chief Justice Chase, in the Missis-
ippi injunotion case, will be universally ap-
provad. The Court refused leave to file a bill
lo enjoin and restrain the President and his
subordinate officers from ocarrying out the
Reconstruotion aots of Congress. It is unne-
cosenry to restate the argument of the Chief
Justice, and we will only remark that the
South itsell has reason to rejoive at a decision
which sweeps away the obatruction that
Sharkey, Walker, and other {mpracticable
ftate rights theorists wonld have thrown fn
the way of restoration.

With regard to the Georgia bill of com-
plaint for a glinilar purpose, though upon
somewhat different propeedings, the Court de-
oided to allow a bill to be filad. But furthey
procecdings in the case are postponud il the
regular term of the Counrt in Decambaer.
From the progress of the work of reconstruo-
tion, and the prospects before us, we have
reason to hope the Southern States will be
repared for restoration before the onas could
l;m ‘mnr(l. If this be accomplished, and Repro-
gentatives and Henators from those States
take their seats in Congress, as now seems
probable, the Supreme Court mmay be re-
lisvad of the trouble of hearing the Gheorgin
complaint; for what will Georgia have to com-
plain of whan restored, and she shall have
the priviloges ncoorded to her which are
NI}"?*‘d b_\.' all the other Statea? It would be

nesty 1o leaders and followoers, and will offur
tarma to Maximilian himself such as are de-
meaning to neithar party.

If, therefore, the most recent developments
lead us to the conclnsion that the Mexidan
empire may not fAll quite as quick ae has
lately boen sxpocted, the oartainty of 4 fall
I5 ad fixed a8 over, and i8 but a guestion of
woeks or months. ith a small moeasare of
akill on the part ot the Juarist Genorals, and

of Juarez himeslf, he may very speadily be
established in the capital, with the machinery
of republican government again in opera-
tion, He must resume his position amid
great difficnltien, The ocountry bankrapt as
well as the exchequer; the States disorgan-
fzed 88 wall as society; the old contention
batween the Church and the Government still
unsetiled; the chiefs of faction eager as ever
for their work; Industry prostrated, com-
merco annihilated—it will require genius and
force to succsed under such eireumstances.,
Auxious as we are to find grounds of hopa—
eager ng we over have bean to see republican
institutions work sncvcessfully in Mexico, we
confesa that we are always selsed with soma-
thing like despair when we witnoss the state
of things that there exista—oxists under all
leaders and parties, through all times and ofr-
cumstanoes, We wore in hops that the dia-
cipline of foreign intervention would work out
good for Mexico; that at lesst it wonld unita
the peopls in upholding a strong and orderly
independent Government, and in supprossing
factious leaders. It is grievous to see 80 many
reasons to fear that it has not even effsoted
this. The question will yet be foroed upon us
whether w¢ have any duty in the premisns.
It will probably be ‘irresistibly forced upon
Congress at its next session.

Theoe Last Struggles of Imperinlism

Mextco—Prospects of the Republic,
From the Times,

Though Maximilian is besisged at Querataro
by a Republican armuy twice the strength of
Lis own, it is yet possible that he may hold
out for some time, and may even be able to
escape with his troops to the capital of
Mexivo, where he can stand anothor siege,
In alarge view of the situation, military and

politieal, his prospects are utterly desperate;
butwhilehe haseven tenthousand troops imme. |
diately around him, and as many mors in his |
service in other parts of the country, he can-
not, nnder existing circnmstances, be con-
gidered in imminent deadly peril. It is quite
likely it will yet be discovered that Lis bro-
ther, the Emperor of Austris, is in greater |
foar of his personal safety than is necessary,
Here and in Enrope he seems, and has sesmed,
in extremest peril; and if it were precisely |
true that he was under close sisge, with
only & disaffected arny under tarbulent
leaders, without money or supplies, with-
out # purpose or a plan, or the means
of carrying out either, his case would be
a4 bad as it is regarded in Vienna, Dat
the Republican army does net keep np a
close siege of Querstaro, nor is it able to
break up his communications with the capital
and other important points yet in his hands.
His army is of poor material and discipline, and
would not be of much account in great regular
military operations; but it is quite as good as
its opponent for such fighting as is going on
in Mexico. It is better commanded, too, than
the Republican army; and if Miramon and
Marquez continue to co-operate with Maximi-
lian, they are capable of doing something more
than testing the generalship of Kscobedo, who
notwithstanding his vacillation, ferocity, and
outrageous violations of the laws of war, is re-
tained by Juarez in chief Liberal command.
Maxamilian is assuredly very bad off for mone
for his army; but that is a chronie state with :lﬁ

arties in Mexico; it is something to which

exican troops are acoustomed, whatever flag
they may fight under; and il he can make a
levynow and then on some place of o fow
thousand dollars, he will do quite a5 well as
the adversary on the other gide of the line.

We have no doubt, in short, that, desperate
a3 the whole case appears to outzide observers,

Char pianos are as familiar as honsehold tanes
in every dwelling in America; and as for our
Indians, of whom only a small specimen has
gone to France, wo have plenty more left of
the snme sort on all our Western prairies,
and we do not know what to do with them.
The Paris Exposition can have as large a
variety in the greatest number that may be
roguired. They might make a very exciting
whirl in the American department, partiou-
lurly if they were to indnlge in 8 musical war
whoop.

There are some things, however, upon which
we do pride ourselves, and they aro probably

as well known to the European people as to |

us. We can put down civil war as quickly,
riise as large armies, build as good iron-olads,
as fast yachts, kill as many men in battle,
construct as fine railronds and as bad ones,
burst more boilers, get up bigger fires, and
oreate as large a national debt as any other
nation on the face of the earth. We
have mow on hand in our various Atlantie
ports and on the Mississippi river a number
of superflous iron-clads and monitors which
we can dispose of to Bpain, if she should get
into trouble with England, or to Russia, in
case of an unpleasant complicity with the
Kast. The interest on the money invested in
them would go a good way towards buying
foreign real estate, into which business we are
going so extensively, When our yaochts and
iron-clads go over to Europe, they mayfmake
up the deficiency which now exists in the
["nited Btates branches industry at the
Paris Expozition—the machinery, shirts,
pianog, and Indinns.

The Duty of the Party to the South,
From the Tribune.

In the orgnnization of the Republican party
in the South, one thing is to be remembersd—
that the principles of Republicanism forbid
any attempt to control and use the colored
vote, as something dependent npon the party.
Exvept in ordinary political caleulations which
are based on population, the Republican party
knows no colored vote, It knows the peopla
only, and between white and blak can make
no diastinction,

Thus far the Southern Republicans have
acted npon theee principies. The North Caro-
lina Convention did not acknowledge any dif-
ference of the races, and divided the offices
squally between them ; at the Arkansas Con-
vention, April 2, it was resolved that the
terms white and black should not be used,
though colored delsgates wuera present; the
call of a Republican Convention 1n Tennsasea
said ** we do uot appeal to whites or to bluoks
—we appanl to Men, ™’ It is only upon this
honorable and just basis that the party ocan
hu[u- to establish itsell permanently in the
Bouth, The colored voters do not intend to
be patronized by any political organization ;
they expeot equal rights, full reprasentation

No insurance company, we belisve, hias yal
refused to insure any respectable merchant of
this or any other city, be he Jew or Gentile,
But it seems that there is  a olass of swindlers
who get large insurance on small stocks, and
then are conveniently burped out; and the
dompinies say thiut an unusual proportion of
this class are men of Jewish racs,  We sup-
pose that the most respectable Jews do not
deny that there may be Jewish as well as
Christian rogues, and this, perbaps, is the de-
velopment that roguery has taken in that
finapciering race. 'This is not at all improba-
ble; aud, supposing it to be true, how IL.H‘?: it
concern that large number of our citizens who
are Israelites, and who yield to none in their
high integrity, in their ability ns merchants
and brokerg, and in the whole purity of their
lives? Not at all, we should say, unless it
might stimulate these gentlemen to assist the
companies in the exposure of these rognes
for the oredit of their class, and lest even tem-
porary odinm should be brought on better men,

This, it geems to us, should be the true
Posiliun of our Jewish oitizens in this case,
There cannot be any question now, and in
this city, of a persecution ol a sect as & sect.
But as this is puroly o matter o business it
must arrange it:elf on business principles,
and there will b a discrimination against dis-
honest dedlers. Some of these perhaps, do
not live far frora Chatham street.  1f 50, ex-
alted protests against the discrimination on

The Reconstruction Law In the Supreme
Court,
Srom the World.,

Our remerks on Tuesday on the late decision,
were founded on the inaccurate Washington
telegrams of the evening papers of the pre-
ceding day. The views then expressed reguire
revision. The Court did ne! refuse permizsion
to file the bill on the simple ground that it
conld not, in any oase, enjoin the President (a
point yhich the Court left undetermined), but
on the ground that the application confounded
winisterinl and executive functions, and that

althongh the Court might in some cases (at

east with regard to snbordinate officers) en-

join the performange of a strictly miniaterial
act, it could mot interfere with duties which
are fo their nature exeoutive. The Court then
proceeded to nrgue that the duties required of
the President under the Reconstruction aot are
executive, not ministerinl, and the applica-
tion was denied on the gronnd that the judi-
clary department of the Government cannot
restrain the exeoutive department in the dis.
charge of executive functions. A decision
resting on this groand clearly foreshadows the
judgment of the Supreme Conrt in the Georgia
cage. Forif it be settled that an injunction
can be issued only in relation to ministerial
acts, and that the things required to be done
in enforcing the Reconstruction act are not
ministerial, it logically follows that the sub.
ordinates of the President can no more be
restrained by injunction trom excoutive acts
than the President himself, The reasoning of
the following passage, if attentively examined,
will be geen to be equally applicable to the
President and his subordinates: —

A ministerinl auty, the performanca of which
mny, in proper cases, be required of the Lead
of a department by Judicial process, s one in
respect to which noliing I1s left to discretion;
108 asimple, dofinlte duly, ardsing under cone
ditlons adinitted oF proved Lo exist, or imposed
by law. The cose of Marbury negalnst M nd ison,
Secretiry of Vthe Tieasury (1 Cranon, 137), mar-
nishes an illustration, A cliizen nad been
nominated, confirmed, avd appointed nJostice
of the Peace for the Disteiot of Columbia, and
Dl commlssion bad vesn made out, slgned,
and senled, Nothing remulned to be done but
dellvery, and the duly of dellvery wias linposed
Ly luw on the Secretary of State, It was held
thist the pedformance of this duty might be
opforevd by mandamus Issuing from s court
buving jurlsdiction, 8o In the ease of Kendull,
l." slmuster-Lieneral, aguinst Stocklon aod
Blokes (12 Peters, 527), nny act of Congress had
directed the I'osimaster-Geoernl w0 oredit
Biockton and Stokes with such sums as the
Nolleltor of the Treasury should tind d ue them,
and that oMcer refused o eradit them with
cortaln sutms so found doe, It was held tbat
Lhe erediting of this money wis a mere minis-
terinl duty, Lhe performnnes of whiet might
be enforced In each of these cases, Nothing
waos left o diseretion, Thero was Do roomn
for the exerclse of Jjodgment. The law
regulred the performance of u slogle spoe-
oifio met, and that performance, It wos
held, might be required by mandamus, Very
different I8 Lthe duty of the FPresident in tho
cxerclss of Lhe power Lo gee thal the laws are
falthially execnled, and amoog those laws the
aots naméed In Lhe blil, By the fdrst of thess acls
he is reguired Lo assign generals Lo command
in the several millinry distriots, and to detall
sufficlent military foree Lo enable such offlcers
to discharge thelr duties under the law, By the
supplementary act other dutles aré Lm posed on
the seversl commanding generals, and thelr
duties must 1'.ecr,-uur|]{ be performed nnder
the supervision of the President, as Uommans-
der-lu-Chief. The duty thas imposed on the
Prosident is lo no Jjust seuse ministerial; it1s
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purely exeoutive and polftioal, An attempl on
the part of the jadioini department of the Gov-
ernment 10 enjoln the performanes of such
dutios by the Presldent might boe Jostly oharpaos
teriped, In the IRvguage of Cllel Justice M-
shnll, a2 *an abwurd and excessive OxXLrRYA-
aven! Itik trob LHRk In the Jostance before
us the Interposition of the Court is not soakhit
to en:loros agtion the Exconlive nodar oon-
giitotional legisiation, but to restraln suoh
pction undor legisintion alleged to be nBoonsti-
furlonal.

After the positions thus taken, and in view
of the consequences to whioh they lead, any
further expectation of relial from the Suo-
yremne Clourt geems over-sanguine nnd base-
pee, Nothing conld be delayed or omitted
by (he South, which wonld not be equally
delaved or omitted if these fruitless applica-
tions to, the Bupreme Court had mnot been

undertaken. : .
It may not perhaps be amiss to point

ont, a8 betokening a great changs in
gouthern  opinion  since the war, that
one of the fuandamental postalates of
the nullification and seoession  dootrines,

ag expounded by Mr. Calhoun, was that the
Supreme Conrt has no anthority to settly
controversivs batween the BStates and the
general Government relating to the bounda-
rics of thelr powers, The argnment was, that
the Snpreme Court ln'illg n 1|:-1mrl|m-.nl of the
Federal Government, consisting of judges ap-
pointed by it, to allow it to devide on the
vxtent of the Federad authority would put the
States at the meroy of the ventral Governiment.
The reserved powers, it was claimed, wers re-
gerved not merely against the encronuhmenia
of Congress, but against the encroschments
of Uovernment as & whole, and all its depart-
ments. If the Federal Government, through
one of its departments, could mark the
limits of the reserved powers, it oould,
through that department, contract thom at
pleasure. The -unmeqlunnw would be that
all State rights wonld be held at the disere-
tion of the Federsl aunthority. The dootrine
was therofore set up that, not the Supreme
Court, but each State for itself, was, in the
lust resort, the sole judge of iufractions of ita
rights, and of the mode and measure of re-
dress. The South has herstofore refused to
recognize the Supreme Court as the ultimate
arbiter between the States and the Federal
Governmment in disputed questions respecting
the boundaries of their powers. The present
applications ought, therefore, instead of the
reprobation they have called forth in some
quarters, to be accepted in a sririt of congra-
tulation, as a signal token of the great change
public opinion has undergone in the South.
